Occupation of G erm any cannot 
he politically “n e u tra l” as it was 
a fte r the last war. N ot until there 
is complete annihilation of all p r o ­ 
ponents

Nazism — including 
members

Through the proper handling of 
Defeated Germ any we can emerge 


not only with a peace with Ger­ 


many but also an international u n ­ 


derstanding th a t will insure world 
eOroperation in all political and 


economic affairs. 


During a long armistice Ger­ 
many can be democratized. As late 
as November, 
1932, W erner e x ­ 
plains, Germany had a democratic 
majority. 
A tight hold on G erm an y ’s eco­ 
nomic and industrial life is not the 
answer, according to Werner, to 
prevent her from gath ering mili­ 
tary weapons for a “ war of r e ­ 
venge.” 
Keeping an Allied finger 
in Berlin’s political set-up will, and 
is, better than fighting Germany 
generation a fte r generation. 


Nor would partitioning Germany 
do more than throw the European 
continent back into the 17th Cen­ 
tury. 
Cutting up the country into 
small states incapable of independ­ 
ent existence would bring chaos 
instead of peace.

Urging tile importatice of early 
diagno: is as the surest avenue of 
recovering from tuberculosis, Dr. 
Ceo. \\. Cox, Stat'* Health Officer, 
asserts that the danger of this dis­ 
ease lie- md so much in its viru­ 
lence as in its insidious attack. 
“ lf a tuberculosis patient real- 
iz'Ml hi.- plight in the earlie.st stages 
(if th(‘ disease, immediate treat- 
mei.t (•(iuld very likely save his 
lift ,” Dr. t'((.X said. 
'Idle

cient warning of the on.;et of the 
-ii c .ise, hut all too freipiently ig­ 
nores them. 
“ 'rile warning signs are u.-.ually 
nontieeahle enough to attract a t­ 
tention,’’ Di‘. Cox said.

that per.-1: Is, hiss of weight, easy 
tiring; —if any of these symptoms 
are ju'e.sent, dela,v iii se<‘king jiroj)- 
er medical attention only less»*ns 
the chance of arresting the discase. 
“ It is the hettei part of valor, 
in the presence of such symptoms, 
to seek the advice of the fam ily 
physician without delay,” Dr. Cox 
sta1(*d. 
“ E a rly diagnosis ami early 


treatment are the real foes of 


tuberculosis. 
'i'o deprive oneself 
of the ir immea.-urahlf' advantages 
results at hest in a long jieri .xi of 
treatment, ami all too freepjontly 
in premature death.” 
Dr Cox emphasized that babies 
and young children can pick U{> the 
germs of tuberculosis just as read­ 
ily as they can pick up the germs 
of any other disease. 
He stated 
that on no account should they he 
kept in rooms with infected ju t - 
sons, use tile same dishe.s, sleep 
in the same h(*c|s, or C(um‘ in any 
other intimate contact with tuber­ 
culosis patients.

SOIL CONSERVATION DISTRICT NEWS 
Farm Ponds 


Selecting the Pond Site 
Selecting sites for impounding res­ 
ervoirs is an important part of the 
preliminary planning work. 
To se­ 
cure 
economical 
construction 
and 
satisfactory 
performance one must 
select a reservoir site that includes 
a number 
of 
favorable 
features. 
Time spent in surveying 
possible 
sites before making the final selec­ 
tion will usually pay. 
As with other 
types of stock-water developments, 
the grazing and watering require­ 
ments of the surrounding area or 
other supplemental uses will dictate 
the general location of the reservoir. 
Contributing drainage 
areas 
large 
enough and well enough 
protected 
lo produce a satisfactory reservoir 
inflow", which 
has been previously 
discussed, are essential. 
The reser­ 
voir cannot be regarded as a success 
if either inadequate drainage area 
or depth produces a dry pond when 
water is needed. 
Soils 
An adequate depth of impervious 
soil is essential for excavated reser­ 
voirs. 
They cannot be used in some 
sections because of unfavorable soil 
conditions. 
If there is any doubt 
as to the nature of the soil, num er­ 
ous test holes should be bored over 
the proposed rservoir area to deter­

Site Preparation 


Before any fill material is placed 
in the proposed dam the site should 
be cleared of 
brush, roots, stone, 
sod, and similar debris. 
Trees and 
brush should also be removed from 
the area that is to be flooded when 
the reservoir is full. This waste ma­ 
terial can be deposited at some con­ 
venient location and some of it can 
be used later for riprap or mulch 
on the completed fill. 
All topsoil 
and sod stripped from the dam site 
should be placed in a separate pile 
so that it will be available for use 
in covering the fill and unproduc­ 
tive areas in the spillway. 
Soft or 
mucky soil should also be removed 
from the dam site to get a firm 
foundation. 
In soils where the imperviousness 
of the dam foundation is question­ 
able, it is desirable to excavate a 
narrow core trench lengthwise to the 
dam and refill it with a damp clay 
mixture, well compacted. This trench 
should be dug into an impervious 
stratum in order to prevent exces­ 
sive seepage underneath the dam.
